Commencing at Empress on 
June 27th 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture has just completed arrange- 
ments for the Annual. Mixed 
Farming Special Train tu visit 
different parts of the Province, 
commencing at Empress on 
June 27th. The train this year 
will be more complete than 
ever, no pains being spared to 
make sach department as inter- 
esting and attractive as possi- 
ble. 

The train is conducted by the 
Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, assisted by Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway Com- 
pany, and the Hdmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia 
Railway Company. 

The train will consist of fif- 
teen cars in all, eomprising live 
stock, dairy appliances, grains, 
grassev, weeds, models of cattle 
stalls, sheep and pig pens, poul- 
try houses and live poultry; 
exhibits from the Demonstra- 
tion Farms and Schools of 
Agriculture, the Provincial Vet- 
erinarian’s Exhibit, and a car of 
mounted wild animals and birds, 
native tothe Province. 

Special lectures und demon- 
strations on all phases of tarm

rying, Game Protection; also 
on domestic science and home

Sinking Test Well 


Whether or not gas in com- 
mercial quantities, can be found 
below the surface of the ground 
in the district around Empress, 
is the big question in every 
person's mind who is interested 
in the future prosperity of our 
town. 

According to the Geological 
Map issued in 1913, by the 
Department of the Interior at 
Ottawa, Empress is situated, 
almost exactly in the centre of 
the Natural Gas Belt. Good 
flows of natural gas have been 
found by wells (averaging 1,000 
feet in depth) at Medicine Hat, 
Dunmore, Stairs, Suffield, Lung- 
evin, Bassano and Bow Island. 
Natural gas, in fact, has been 
found by wells in various dis- 
tricts that stretch clear across 
the area. known as the Gas Belt. 
At Medicine Hat and Bow 
Island the best gas producing 
wells are to be tound, and our 
chorographical position leads 
the majority of us to _ be- 
lieve that our prospects for 
finding gas here by the sinking 
ot a well sare exceptionally 
good. Should this belief be 
sustained by the finding of gas, 
it would be difficult to estimate 
what its discovery would mean 
in regard to the future progress 
of Empress and the surrounding 
district.) The saving in coal 
and light products represent 
but a part of the possible bene- 
fits tu be accrued. wit a 

Lhe proposition of Mr. G. M. 
Johnston, as considered favor- 
ably by the Board of Trade, 
Friday evening last, June 1, 
appeals to us as a good one. 
Mr. Johnston, is to put up $1000 
towards the cost of the test 
well., whether gas be obtained 
or not, In the event of a good 
flow of gas being struck, he 
will put up a further sum of 
$500. If the venture he sue- 
cessful, his total contribution 
tothe cost of the well will be 
$1500. Vhe only stipulation is 
that he shall have the first right 
to sufficient gas as required for 
the use ot the Empress Hotel 
property, ail surplus gas over 
and above this to be the pro- 
perty of the village. 

If gas should be obtained ata 
depth of about 1000 feet, as was 
the case of most of the gas wells 
in Medicine Hat, it would mean 
that Mr. Johnston would bear 
at least half the cost. 

The expressed opinion of the 
majority of the people is that 
they would like to see it proved 
whether gas is to be obtuined

The Crops 

According to the ‘Free Press” 
Crop Report eonditions in Al- 
berta are decidedly ahead of 
both Manitoba and Suekatche- 
wan, Wheat is up an, average 
of 4 to 5 inches, It is general- 
ly well-stooled. Cardston is 
the only point besides Kmpress 
which is reported as needing 
vain very badly. Twelve points 
do not want rain and the others 
could do with some but need is 
not pressing. Twenty - four 
hours rain, tollowed by a week 
of sunshine, would put an-en- 
tirely different complexion on 
the conditions, An experienced 
western furmer says, “I have 
farmed for 35 years andI never 
knew a crop irreparably dam- 
aged by the 4th of June.” 

The report for our district is 
as. follows: Height of wheat, 
2 to 5 inches; well stooled. Oats. 
increase in ucreage, 20 p.c. 
Flax, increase in acreage, 5 p.c. 
Rain badly wanted, 


Reports of conditions in 
Saskatchewan are slightly bet- 
ter than for Manitoba, in re- 
gard to moisture, but worse in 
regard to frost damage. Of 84 
points, 35 points want rain very 
badly; 22 points could do with 
rain; 3 points do not need rain. 

Frost at 19 points has done 
bad damage; 20 report slight 
damage; 10 report damage; 14 
report no damage.

Another great need of the country 
is diversion, People who handle the 
plough need to have something to 
think about.

| Policy Back of the Construction of 


the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way is Shown 


What appears to be new light up- 
on the policies back of the construc- 
tion of railways in Canada, is fur- 
nished in a paragraph in the last an- 
nual report of the Canadian Northern 
Railway issued recently. 

This paragraph deals - with ~ the 
handling over the rails of the Cana- 
dian Northern. of some 
bushels of grain destined chiefly for 
the feeding of the Allies overseas, 
and runs: Py ‘ 

‘Inasmuch as many of thé securi- 
ty-holders invested their funds iri 


the company’s-ufdertakings, believing 


that the heart of the Empire would 
some day need to draw upon the 
wheatfields of the Canadian West, it 
is with pride that the directors pres- 
ent with these figures, illustrating the 
extent to. which the prairies have 
been opened up, made productive and 
the produce marketable by the com- 
pany’s railways. There were prob- 
ably few who thought that the cru- 
cial necessity would come so soon; 
but, having come, it must be consid- 
that the Canadian 
Northern System and the country 
tributary to it were sufficiently de- 
veloped to take an important part in 
supplying the Empire’s food require- 
ments,”

the “Tight Little Isles” across the 
Atlantic, earnest minds were occu- 
pied with the problem of feeding the 
people of.

The policy 
scems to have been arrived at then, 
to rely upon the power of the Brit- 
ish navy to keep the seas open for 
the passage of cargo vessels, and al- 
so to rely upon the opening up of 
vast areas of wheat lands in suitable 
localities overseas, in order that an 
adequate supply of food products be 
produced to fill the holds of the ships 
for the people of Great Britain for 
all time to come. 

Towards the close of the century, 
the people in the west began to cla- 
mor for rail facilities for their vast 
areas without railways lying to the 
north of the Canadian Pacific, and 
therein lay the cause of the origin of 
the Canadian- Northern Railway Sys- 
tem in 1896.: Apparently the ability 
to grow wheat of the country it pro- 
prosed to dpen up, and the backins 
the people of Manitoba granted the 
enterprise, were sufficient induce- 
ments to the men directing the sur- 
plus gold of Britain, and the funds 
necessary to complete the initial con- 
struction were ‘readily forthcoming. 
Until the commencement of hostili- 
tics in Europe in 1914, British gold 
continued steadfast, and as the Can- 
adian Northern extended its network 
of lines throughout the Prairie Pro- 
vinces, before reaching out with its 
casy grade lines to the seaports on 
the east, and on the Pacific, a stead- 
ily increasing supply of wheat was 
moved out from the territory culti- 
vated for the first time by the set- 
tlers who had poured in hard upon 
the heels of its construction gangs. 

During 1915, when Canada harvest- 
ed the largest crop in the history of 
the country, and /incidentally the 
most valuable, the yield along the 
lines of the Canadian Northern in the 
west was enormous, and from this 
territory came the 132,000,000 bushels 
cf grain that were handled over the 
lines of the system during 1916 as 
outlined in the company’s annual re- 
port. 5 

But the effect of the investinent o: 
this British gold in the Canadian 
Northern, Railway is not confined to 
the production of food-stuffs trans- 
ported across tle Atlantic to feed 
the war-oceupied nations of Europe. 
Every settler in the vast regions 
opened up by the lines of the rail- 
way, has been a customer tor the 
goods produced in the industrial es- 
tablishments in eastern Canada, in 
the United States, and in Europe. It 
would be almost impossible, to com- 
pute the number of the army of 
workingmen who have drawn their 
wages in this indirect way from the 
western wheat bin, and no figures 
lave been vompiled to show the cx- 
tent and value of the business pro- 
vided the manufacturers of castern 
Canada by the opening up of that 
vast western market. As the pros- 
pects of peace become brighter, the 
expectation that there will be 1 
movement from abroad to the fer- 
tile lands of western Canada greater 
than anything the country has _ yet 
experienced, is growing into a fixed 
belief on the part of Canadians gen- 
erally. Should it develop, this poten- 
tial development—made possible 
solely because the railways have fur- 
nished a network of lines serving the 
lands which will be developed by the 
incoming tide of humgnity—will add 
enormously to the new business of 
the industries in Ontario and Quebee, 
and new armies of workmen will be 
engaged upon the task of supplying 
the needs of the western people.

American gold—has been the means| 


of facilitating a great deal of the de- 
velopment in Canada in other ways, 
but there can scarcely be any doubt 
that its: greatest achievement in this 
country, has consisted in the furnish- 
ing of the funds for the building of 
the railways opening up unpeopled 
territories within the Dominion, For, 
upon the development of those terri- 
tories hinges a great deal of the pros- 
perity of all the people in Canada,

Why Milk Turns Sour 


Ways in Which to Defeat the Work 
of the Microbe 


Milk turns sour because a little mi- 
crobe, known as the milk microbe, 
gets into it, and being very fond of 
the sugar which is in the milk, turns 
this sugar into an acid, 

If we could keep milk entirely 
away from the air after the cow is 
milked, it would not turn sour, but 
as soon as it is exposed to the air 
these microbes, which are constantly 
in the air, drop into the milk, They 
are alive although invisible to the 
naked eye. If when they drop into 
the milk it is warm enough to enable 
them to do their work, they attack 
the sugar in the milk and turn it in- 
to acid. Their attempt to sour the 
milk can be overcome by keeping it 
at a low temperature in the refriger- 
ator, but as soon as the milk is tak- 
en out of the refrigerator and left 
out long enough to become warm, 
the microbe begins to work and the 
milk cannot be made sweet again. If 
the milk is boiled as soon or shortly 
after the cow is milked the sugar in 
the milk is changed in such a way 
that the microbe cannot feed upon 
it. This, however, does not imply 
that milk should always be boiled, as 
we know that ,that impairs its desir- 
ability as food.

Using Grass to Make Paper With 

Although several of the largest pa- 
per mills in, England have _ been 
forced to,shut down because the 
government stopped the importation 
of pulpwood, many others have mar- 
aged to keep going by utilizing grass 
which they obtain from Scotland, the 
Fenlands and India. 

Printing paper and notepaper is 
being made from grass. mixed with 
other materials. The ¢heapest fibre 
is obtained from rags which are no 
longer exported. Rag cuttings are 
now worth $140 a ton, which is still 
below the cost of wood pulp, now 
selling for $150 a ton. It was $40 a 
ton before the war.

Writing to the Paris Matin some 
one who spent four months in’ the 
Krupp foundries at Essen gives his 
impressions of what is being produc- 
ed there: “Three hundred thousand 
workers, of whom about 60,000 are 
women, marshalled in gangs on day 
and night shifts, sweat blood and 
water in order that the Emperor 
shall not lack projectiles. All these 
people, with the exception of the 
women have been impressed by the 
military_authority. The ages of the 
men, are from eighteen to forty-six 
years, and they are all told oft for 
the manufacture of munitions. If is 
the same with the specialists above 
the age of forty-five up to fifty. 

“The salaries paid them for work- 
ing thus from six o'clock in the 
morning to six at evening for the 
day shift, and from six in the even- 
ing to six in the morning, for the 
night shift, varies between cight and 
fifteen marks a day. The women, 
however, never get more than five 
marks, This daily salary, which in 
the cyes of some may appear a big 
one, has only the real and maximum 
value of five French francs, so much 
has the cost of living gone up, 

“In the month of May, 1916, Krupp 
was constructing © simultaneously 
seven howitzers of 420, milimetres.

To produce more foodstuffs and 
thus lessen the cost of living is the 
aim of western cities and town’s’ this 
year, when thousands of back yards 
and many acres of waste space will 
be converted into’ truck gardens. 
Winnipeg has 55,608 vacant lots with 
an area of 5,840 acres, in addition to, 
20,000 back yards that are available 
for garden purposes, and it appears 
that Winnipegers are determined to 
make good tse of these lands. The 
city owns 169 parcels of land in the 
outlying districts which will be turn- 
ed over to citizens who want to make 
gardens on them. Many city officials 
have declared that they will “work 
their own gardens to the limit” this 
spring to produce enough vegetables 
to last them through next winter. 

Everywhere throughout Canada 
there is a movement to convert back 
yards, vacant lots and parks into 
productive vegetable gardens. It 
might be said that it is no new idea 
as far as Calgary is concerned, as 
this scheme has been carried out 
there in a practical way for a nuinber 
of years.

in the Dominion 


_ The Canadian government is adopt. 
ing a very systematic way to increase 
the crops ot the Dominion, An of- 
ficial commission, composed of pro- 
vessors of diffcertn universities, . has 
been appointed to viSit the high 
schools afc colleges and enlist boys 
for agricuftural work during the sura- 
mer months. Attention will pe given 


tlie physical ability of the boys and}: 


they will sign, with the consent of 
their parents, for six months’ ‘serviéé 
on the farms. A record will be kept 
of their work and efficiency, which 
will be credited to them the same ds 
if it were in the regular classes in 
the schools and colleges. This looks 


like a pretty good scheme, not only. 


to get intelligent farm workers, but 
for the real advantage of the boys. 
It was tried in a small way jast. year 
and the result was that the boys’ who 
worked on the farms outstripped in 
their studies those who remained in 
the schools. That fs the same sort 
of record that has been made in some 
manus training schools where ‘the 
boys who spent half of their time at 
work and the other half at their stud. 
ies, teok nearly all the scholastic 
frizes in the interschool. contests, 
while they swept the platter almost 
clean in the athletic ficldsi:-.Ufsthere 
could be a scheme invented. that 
would put the large groups of ‘boys: 
who idle away their time in the pool 
halls and on the streets’ out on the 
farms during the summer months, it 
would be of incalculable advantage to

Including operating expenses and 
fixed charges, it costs the Canadian 
Pacific about $70 to do $100 worth of

Such a combination would start 
with gross earnings of at least $100,-

sources of about $2,800,000. Its fixed 
charges at consolidation would be 
about $35,000,000 and it would be un- 
der the necessity: of spending, in the 
first five to seven years, at least 
$100,000,000 to provide rolling stock, 
and to put its properties in good phy- 
sical condition. 

In order to control its policy and 
to share in its certain prosperity, 
Canada should have an interest in 
the new company.

The sixty-five chaplains at 
present on duty represent all the im- 
portant branches of the church. They 
labor together in the most complete 
harmony—Protestant and Catholic, 
Anglican and Methodist, Presbyter- 
ian and Baptist. They hold services 
for the men in the field often under 
shell fire, comfort and pray for the 
dying, write letters to the relatives 
at home of those who pass out, and 
in addition operate a system of can- 
teens and cinema entertainments be- 
hind the lines a good deal like that 
of the Y.M.C.A., the chief differ- 
ence being that the chaplains’ system 
is officially recognized, and its ac- 
counts audited by the army officials. 

The canteens are, of course, dry, 
and the things sold are largely sup- 
plementary eatables. The entertain- 
ers at the cinemas and the men who 
operate them are so selected that 
there is no impairment of fighting 
strength. Men out on leave, or certi- 
fied as temporarily unfit for the 
trenches are utilized. No salaries 
are paid, and the profits are used to

Binder Twine Outlook 


Prices May Be Expected to be Some- 
what Higher Than Last Year 


Interesting statistics in regard to 
what may be expected in the binder 
twine market during the coming year 
are given in a letter which the Sas- 
katoon Board of Trade has received 
from L. H, Dewey, botanist in 
charge of fibre investigations for the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture at Washington. 

Mr. Dewey, who has just returned 
from an extensive investigation trip 
to Porto Rico writes to Commission- 
er Sclanders: 

“So far as I have been able’ to 
learn, there seems likely to be a suf- 
ficient supply of binder twine for all 
needs, but owing to the high price 
of fibre the prices of binder twine 
are likely to be much greater than 
last year, Two or three of the pris- 
on binder-twine plants have quoted 
prices for,the coming year at 13 to 
14 cents per pound, with discounts 
for large quantitics and for prompt 
payment. 

“The quantity of henequen im- 
ported during the calendar year 1916 
is reported to be 221,126 tons, which 
may be compared with 183,542 tons 
during the calendar year 1915. The 


flasks with which coffee and tea are 
conveyed to the wounded along the 
line of an advance and at the first- 
aid stations to which the ambulanccs 
cannot penetrate, Stationary, sport- 
ing supplies and similar things not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplus.

DREAM OF WORLD DOMINATION 


WAR OF CIVILIZATION WAGED AGAINST BARBARISM 


Men of Many Nations Have Chosen To Die and Have Risked 
The Supreme Hazard Rather Than Permit the German 
Gospel of Ruthlessness to Prevail in the World 


_ Thirty-two months have passed 
since the first German soldier cross- 
ed the Belgian frontier and by his 
crossing opened a breach in the-wall 
of civilization through which wave 
after wave of barbarism has entered. 
We are nearly three years away 
from the moment when Germany 
elected to put into play all that vast 
machinery she had prepared over a 
generation, to employ all those colos- 
sal plans she had made to achieve 
that world power of which Bernhardi 
wrote and German leaders dreamed. 


And now, after these months, how 
much’ of all the German ambitions 
has been realized? Belgium was 
Struck down that Germany might 
get at once at the throat of France, 
and today German troops in France 
are retreating, while France remains 
unconquered and a million Germans 
lie buried between the Meuse and 
the Channel, 

To overawe Belgium German 
troops acting under orders perform- 
ed their*sordid task of ruthlessness 
in Louvain; they slaughtered child- 
ten, outraged women, murdered old 
men; they turned the city into a 
shambles—and after thirty-two 
months the soul of Belgium remains 
unconquered and the sound of the 
Allied guns draws nearer to the 
ruins of Louvain.

invasion, to prevail in the world. 

There is no device known to ma- 
terialistic civilization, to scientitic 
and organized civilization, that the 
German has not employed. He has 
used the hospitality of other nations 
to plant treason within their bord- 
ers; he has endeavored to turn one 
man against another in each neu- 
tral nation; by treason, by terrorism, 
by intrigue, by violence he has 
sought to undermine the liberties or 
to subdue the spirit of mankind. In 
| Europe as in America his spies and 
his agents have labored in darkness 
to turn nations against each other. 
he has offered to Italy provinces of 
France as he has offered Mexico 
states of our nation; he has corrupt- 
ed, cheated, murdered, robbed. 

And what has all this profited him? 
His terrorism has aroused the cour- 
age of those he sought to intimidate 
and his ruthlessness has armed the 
hands and the wills of those he 
sought to paralyze. His corruption, 
his intrigue, have but united those 
he sought to turn against each other; 
his brutality and his barbarism have 
roused his opponents to a determina- 
tion which broke the first rush of his 
hosts at the Marne and the Yser and 
is now turning backward toward Ger- 
many itself the slowly weakening 
mass of his armies, 

What a monstrous thing this Ger- 
man attack has been, and what a 
colossal failure! The world has not 
been conquered, no past of it; no 
people among all that have been at- 
tacked has abandoned the battle, 
however heavy the first blow: Europe 
has been sown with German dead, 
but the harvest has only been enc- 
mies. The German calculation in- 
cluded all but the spirit of man, but 
the spirit of man has proven the de- 
cisive factor. Mankind has willed 
that the German menace should not 
prevail, and we are sceing at last the 
ebb tide of barbarism on the French 
fields. —New York Tribune.
